Seeking to give Georgians a preview of the sentiment, of the new 
legislature which convenes in January, The Constitution polled the 
legislators-elect on the question of letting cities and counties govern 
themselves on purely local matters. 

Senators answering the ques-¢bill granting home rule to munici- 


tionnaire were overwhelmingly in 
favor of having the new constitu- 
tion grant home rule authority to 
cities and counties. 

Eighty-seven per cent of the sen- 
ators taking part in the poll want 
the constitution redrafters, who 
meet here tomorrow for the final 
time, to write such provisions in 
the new document, 

Only four per cent expresseed 
opposition. Nine per cent were 
uncertain. 


HOUSE SENTIMENT . 

While the house poll is incom- 
plete, sentiment of those answer- 
ing to date shows 77 per cent for 
home rule; 12 per cent against it, 
and 11 per cent uncertain. 

So strongly does one representa- 
tive feel about home rule, he in- 
tends to ask the house to pass a 
constitutional’ amendment for it— 
if the constitution commission fails | 
to act. 

“It is my intention to introduce a

France Offered Voice

WASHINGTON, Nov.: 11.—(#)—Nazi-trodden France will have a 
full voice in imposing justice upon a defeated Germany. 
Even those points on which the “big three” already had decided, 
apparently are reopened. to incorporate French ideas. 


to submit their ideas for handling 
Germany. All did except France. 
De Gaulle sent word that he 
would not put in French ideas un- 
less France also could help make 
the decisions. 

Already, however, the commis- 
sion had worked out and Moscow, 
Washington and London had ap- 
proved a set of terms to be im- 
posed after Germany’s surrender. 
The commission also had worked 
out and obtained approval for a 
three-way-split plan for occupying 
Germany. 

Russia would occupy the east- 
ern third, the British the north- 
western portion and American 
troops the southwestern section. 
4The whole administration would 
be under an Allied military com- 
mission in Berlin. 


Beyond that period of military 
occupation decisions still have to 
be made on long-range policies for 
control and pacification. 

Many diplomatic officials were 
startled to read in the announce- 
ment on France’s hew position 
that “among the matters which 
are receiving close attention of 
the commission is the question of 
the surrender. Terms to be im- 
posed on Germany and the treat- 
ment to be accorded that coun- 
try.” 

TO REVIEW ISSUES 

This appeared to mean that 
every issue of German control, 
beginning with the surrender 
terms, will be brought up for re- 
view in order to give the French 
opportunity to express their opin- 
ions. Their opinions are very 
strong as to the role France should 
play. 

As long ago as last July Gen. 
De Gaulle told a Washington news 
conference that he believed and 
“all the world believes” that the 
French army must occupy the 
Rhineland. Just after his, govern- 
ment got diplomatic recognition he 
said that French troops will occu- 
py such territories as they con- 
quer and that it was inconceivable 
that Germany could be occupied 
without French participation.

NEW PRODUCTS SEEN 

6. In concrete detail, executives 
reveal many plans for new civilian 
products, based on the findings of 
creative minds working in the 
realm of science and invention. 
Wartime inventions and discover- 
ies will alter postwar products and 
practices, especially in air travel, 
in communications, and in the field 
of applied science generally. 

7. Deferred maintenance and 
obsolescence demands will con- 
tribute substantially to employ- 
ment opportunities during ~ the 
transitional period. 

8. Most employers have already 
made specific plans for taking back 
war veterans. 

9. With the end of the war, 
businessmen expect a rebirth of 
the venturesome spirit in the field 
of selling, merchandising and 
product advertising. 

“10. Some war baby industries, 
including airplane building, are 
planning for a huge postwar 
shrinkage, though plane makers 
expect after the war a much larger 
volume than before the war. 

Apart from war and politics, 
businessmen recognize that their 
discretion to execute their own 


by the general economic climate 
which prevails after the war. 
“I MAKE CIRCUMSTANCES” 
To the degree that they are able 
to do so, the leaders want to make 
more favorable than 
they would be in the event that 
they wefe passive and planless, 
They recall Napoleon’s famous 
edict: “Circumstances? | make cir- 
cumstances!” 
Nevertheless, the capacity of the 
business executive to carry on 


operations on a grand scale de- 
pends on ratification of his ideas 


by his customers, who are the real 


bosses in the American economic 
system. Customers vote “yes” or 
“no” through placing or withhold- 
ing orders for products, as the case 
may be. By buying, customers give 
businessmen the receipts for hiring 
workers, for keeping the corporate 
tools actively at work, for paying 
taxes, and for meeting all other 
elements of business cost. 

With the transition after the 
war from the present emergency: 
situation—in which Uncle Sam is 
the principal buyer of the products 
of industry—to the postwar nor- 
mal, in which industry will have 
to cater to “purchasing agents” of 
some 30,000,000 * merican families, 
businessmen are preparing for a 
renaissance of promotional sales 
and advertising activities. 


BALANCED INCOME 

But the businessman is also af- 
fected by the purchasing power of 
the customer, who is for the most 
part another worker. This in turn 
depends on balanced income rela- 
tionships among the major pro- 
ducing groups in agriculture, fac- 
tories, transportation and com- 
munication occupations, and the 
other productive groups. 

The postwar accent will be on 
reviving the material basés for 
gracious living by typical civilian 
families. There will be a great re- 
lease of tools and of productive 
energies from the wartime detour 
of concentrating on making lethal 
weapons intended to accelerate the 
winning of the war.

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CANE GRINDING TIME 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Nov. 11.— 
Chilly winds, falling leaves, murky 
fog in the low places at night, all 
indicate that the time is at hand 
when the south Georgia farmer be- 
gins his preparations for cane 
grinding and hog killing. 

“Cane grinding, sugar  boilin’ 
and candy pullin’ time is a season 
to look forward to in this section 
every fall. Just in time to escape 
the killing frost, the cane is cut 
and hauled to the mill, where it 
is fed into the jaws of the ma- 
chine by hand, and out comes the 
sweet juice into barrels, as a pa- 
tient mule goes ‘round and ‘round 
providing the motive power which 
operates the “squeezer” part of the 
cane mill. From the mill the juice 
goes to the huge kettles set over 
roaring fires, where it is boiled 
down into the golden syrup for 
which south Georgia is famous and 
which product has no equal in 
flavor. 


PARTIES GATHER 

Around the sugar kettles at 
night gather gay parties of young 

eople who assemble to drink cane 
uice, taste the syrup as it boils 
downs and to pull candy after the 
syrup is finished. The weird light 
from the kettle-furnace casts a 
peculiar glow on the air which is 
heavily laden with pine log smeke 
and fog, and grotesque figures 
dance about in the shadows around 
the yard. 

Older heads, who have in their 
day enjoyed the delights of “sugar 

s | boilin’, time,” stand about and

GI's in Germany Bombarded 
With Anti-Fraternizing Drive

WITH THE AEF IN FRANCE, 
Nev. 5.—(Delayed)—(f/)—If the 
average American doughboy even- 
tually reaches Berlin without a 
well-formed opinion of what he’s 
fighting for, why the enemy must 
be eliminated, what to do with 
Germany after the war and why 
he shouldn’t fraternize with the 
Reich’s civilians, it won’t be be- 
cause he hasn’t been told. 

The Army has uncorked a full- 
blown “orientation” campaign to 
teach him just those things, 
through Army newspapers, pam- 
phiets, weekly magazine-style edi- 
tions and the Army radio. 

One issue of “Army Talks,” a 
command-<controlled periodic pam- 
phiet circulated among soldiers 
concerned German war criminals 
—who they are, what are their 
crimes, how they will be tried and 
what will be done with them. 

It warned against letti them get 
away as they did “last e,” and 
against differentiating between 
“ordinary Germans” and 
Germans.” 

FINE FOR FRATERNIZING 

If it weren’t for the bad defini- 
tion the word has acquired, you 
probably could call it a “propa- 
ganda” campaign, for apparently it 
»is a concerted effort to use every 
possible medium to convince a lot 
of guys about these things. 

The fraternization phase was 
given teeth recently in the new 
ruling which makes it cost a dough- 
boy from $25 to $65 for talking un- 
necessarily to German civilians. 

The same issue of the Paris edi- 
tion of Stars and Stripes which an- 
nounced this ruling also carried a 
magazine section called “War 
Week.” In that section, compris- 
ing half the paper’s total of eight 
pages, were three long, semi-fiction 
type stories all designed to teach 
the most dull-witted doughboy why 
he shouldn't be nice to German 
civilians. A -page cartoon 
series followed same géfieral 
line. 
Previous editions of “Army 
Talks” discussed “What to do with 
Germany” and pointed out what 
the pamphlet'’s editors called er- 
rors made during the latter phases 
and after the last war. 
WILSON’S ERROR 

As one example it said that Pres- 
ident Wilson erred in not taking 
the advice of Generals Pershing 
and Bliss “to continue the war 
until the destruction of the Ger- 
man army would appear plainly as 
a purely military event.” 

In other words, there should 
have been no armistice.

U. 8. TAKES LEAD 


For months the administration | 


has been reghaping the plan for 
international relations of the fu- 
ture. This country — which 
spurned the League of Nations 
after the last war—already has 
taken the lead in international 
conferences. on world food, fi- 
mances, aviation and government. 
The Dumbarton Oaks conferences 
showed the administration’s deter- 
mination to take an active, lead- 
ing role in organizing the world 
for peace. 

Hand in hand with foreign af- 
fairs will go the new administra- 
tion’s domestic policy—a policy 
sure to bring’ a change in the 
relationships between government 
and private business.

Tech Teacher, at 89, 
Outlasts 3 Regimes

Uncle Heinie’s blue eyes twinkled behind his gold-rimmed spec- 


tacles. 

“See this pointer?” he asked.

“Even if I am 89 years old, I 
have a steady hand,” he declared 
with justifiable pride.

The new German reprisal wea- 
pon was described by the corre 
spondents as being about 46 feet 
long and five feet wide, and less 
effective than V-1, the robot bomb 
first used England. 

The warhead contains almost a 
ton of explosives, and the fuel 
used to propel it weighs nine 
tons. It is shot from concrete 
rampe almost vertically, reaches 
a height of 20 miles before begin- 
ming a great arc toward its in- 
tended target.

Here the 
Americans were 18 miles from the 
border of the industrial Saar ba- 
sin. 

Two miles north lies Morhange, 
where the first great battle of 
World War I was fought in Au- 
gust of 1914. 

The lines were shaping up in 
an arc seven to nine miles south- 
east of Metz. In a one-mile ad- 
vance, the doughboys seized Silly- 
en-Saulnois, nine miles southeast 
of the city. Vigny, 2 miles south- 
west, and Luppy, four. miles east, 
also fell.

“It looks now as if 1944 will be 
the best year Georgia Baptists 
have had,” said Dr. James W. Mer- 
ritt, executive secretary-treasurer 
of the Georgia Baptist Convention, 
yesterday as he went aioe Ds grt 

for the mee ° e 
aster he ‘s executive board to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Dr. Merritt explained that final 
reports cannot be made until the 
end of the year, but for the first 
10 months of the year all previous 
records for any similar period 
. have been substantially exceeded 
in gifts, both to local and denomi- 
national causes, and he predicted 
similar increases in church mem- 
bership and in every phase of the 
work of the Baptists of Georgia. 

“Our gifts to missions,” said. Dr. 
Merritt, “for the first 10 months 
of 1844 totaled $1,298,691, an in- 
crease of $298,504 over the same 
period last year. During 1943 
our churches gave $5,140,282 to 
local and denominational -work, 
end I expect the figure for 1944 
to reach $6,000,000.” 

He explained that many churches 
have retired all building indebt- 
edness during the year, and have 
made substantial increases in sal- 
aries for i and staff workers, 
edding educational workers, libra- 
rians and recreational directors. 

“With thousands of our choicest 
young men end women in. the 
armed services, the churches have 
been inspired to give liberally to 
every appeal of our own denomi- 
national work, and then to par- 
ticipate to the limit of their ability 
in gifts to all the war services and 
in the purchase of War Bonds, 
realizing, as we must, that every- 
thing we hold dear in our church 
life is at stake in this global strug- 
gie for freedom,” said the Baptist 
leader, who, prior to his work with 
the Georgia Baptist Convention 
was a banker in Gainesville.

Education representatives from 
seven southeastern states met Fri- 
day at the Biltmore hotel to dis- 
tuss “Education and the People’s 
Peace.’ 

Led by Charles B. Glenn, super- 
intendent emeritus of Birming- 
ham (Ala.) public schools, and 
William B. Carr, secretary of the 
educational policies commission of 
the National Education Associa- 
tion, the conference included talks 
on a course of action in laying 
foundations for a just and lasting 
peace through efforts of educa- 
tion. 

Speakers pointeu out that in 
order to prepare for education’s 
part in the peace an informed 
public opinion must be created, a 
council on education for the 
United States should be set up, 
and a parmanent international 
agency for education must be es- 
tablished soon after the war. 

Principal speaker was Charles 
Thomson, advisor of the division 
of public information of the U. S. 
Department of State, Washington, 
D. C., who spoke at the morning 
session on “Educational Activities 
of the State Department.” Mr. 
Thomson pointed out that it must 
be the ntial aim of the depart- 
ment to be certain that no such 
control of education as Hitler’s is 
allowed to recur. 

At the end of the session the 
body of teachers, NEA state rep- 
resentatives, lay representatives 
and principals and women’s clubs 
adopted a resolution to get be- 
hind the important part education 
is to play in the peace.

Emory Trustees. Approve 
Plans for Great University 


Emory University’s trustees have approved unanimously a report 
submitted Friday by President Goodrich C. White, which they termed 
“2 masterly exposition of Emory’s educational philosophy and aims.” 


By approving the president’s re- 
port, the board committed itself 
to a postwar development program 
including: 

1. Extensive strengthening of 
the graduate school and offering 
of work at Ph. D. level. The selec- 
tion of a ed American 
scholar to head the graduate 
school is to be announced in a 


few months. 

2. Providing improved teaching 
and better equipment in all de- 
partments in anticipation of an 
expected annual enrollment of 
more than 3,500 students. 
LIBERAL EDUCATION SIs 

3. Requirement of a “core of 
liberal education” of all students 
in the first two years, irrespec- 
tive of plans for later specializa- 
tion. 

4. Enlargement of the School of 
Business Administration and es- 
tablishment of a Division of Pub- 
lic Administration. 

5. Continuing emphasis on the 
development of a great medical 
center in Atlanta, with increased 
attention to such fields as psychia- 
try, public health and preventive 
medicine, and physical education. 

6. Construction, “promptly aft- 
er the lifting of war restrictions,” 
of a new gymnasium, and admin- 
istration. building, and a student 
union building, with at least four 
other new academic buildings to

follow “within the next five to 10 
years.” 

7. An increase during the next 
10 years of at least $25,000,000 to 
the university’s total assets, “three- 
fourths of which should be in en- 
dowment.” 

20 MILLION IN ASSETS 

Total assets of the university 
now amount to $20,305,508, ac- 
co to the report of George 
H. Mew, treasurer and business 
manager. Thus, the program con- 
templates doubling Emory’s pres- 
ent resources during the next 
decade. 

“Quite apart from the war,” Dr. 
White reported, “Emory Univer- 
sity has now reached the begin- 
ning of a new period in its life 
and service. The past two _ dec- 
ades or more have been years of 
foundation laying. The time is 
now here for us to move forward 
aggressively in the development of 
a university in the true sense of 
the term. 

“Underlying all our planning is 
the philosophy that has been domi- 
nant Emory’s life and work 
throughout the years. It is ba- 
sically a faith in human possibili- 
ties. Such faith must in turn rest 
upon faith in God and His pur- 
poses for man and His world. Ab- 
sorbed as we must be in details 
of organization and procedure, we 
cannot forget that religious faith, 
in God and in man, alone can 
justify educational or any other 
human endeavor.” 

“Creeds and the interpretations 
of creeds may vary. Religious ex- 
perience, profession, modes of ex- 
pression will differ for different 
individuals and groups. But no 


and for the education that seeks 
life’s ennoblement except in be- 
lief in the supreme dignity. and™ 
worth of the person, in human 
freedom and in the law of love.” 

Describing the revised curricu- 
lum of the college of arts and 
sciences, Dr. White said its pur, 
pose is to give all students in the 
irst two years a common “core” 
of liberal education, including 
basic intellectual skills arid an ac- 
quaintance with at literature 
and art, with the background and 
origins of our American democ- 
racy and its present-day problems 
and with the moral and religious 
values of the Bible. « 

“It will be the purpose of the 
college,” the president declared, 
“to offer and to ge every course 
at Emory as well as any similar 
course anywhere in the United 
States.” 

Pointing out that the mark of a 
true university is the spirit of in- 
vestigation, of inquiry, of creative 
scholarship, Dr. White said “the 
graduate school, which is the focus 
for the scholarly and research ac- 
tivities and interests, must be the 
center of Emory’s special atten- 
tion in the immediate future.” 
¥ “There has been talk for a 
dozen years of offering the Ph. D. 
degree,” he said. “The time is 
near when we can offer the ad- 
vanced degree in a limited num- 
ber of fields: biology, chemistry, 
English, history. The offering of 
the doctorate will come as the 
logical and natural outcome of the 
spirit and work, the research ac- 
he and interests, of our fac- 

y.” 

In pointing to the opportunity 
for the development\in Atlanta 
of a great medical center, Dr. 
White said Emory intends to “pro- 
vide advantages comparable to the 
best obtainable in any part of the 
country. 

“If the university is to realize 
its manifest destiny as a great in- 
stitution of higher education and a 
center of culture and of service,”

Vandenberg, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, announced today. 

For three successive years Van- 
denberg ‘has championed legisla- 
tion which prevented doubling of 
the pay roll tax, now 1 per cent 
each on employers and employes. 
Without positive action by con- 


fective January 1, 1945. 

Under the so-called Morgenthau 
rule, adopted in 1939, the reserve 
fund from which social security 
benefits are paid is considered 
adequate when it equals three 
times the highest annual expendi- 
ture contemplated in any one of 
five subsequent years.

Nazis Halt 
Eighth Army 
Beyond Forli 


ROME, Nov. 11.—(#)—British 
Eighth Army troops grinding slow- 
ly forward from captured Forli 
in the eastern Po valley were 
halted today just outside the city 
at the Ravaidino canal, which 
they found the German tanks and 
infantry defending in considerable 


The canal runs from the north- 
west corner “ef Forli in a north- 
easterly direction. Southwest of 
Forli the Germans have taken up 
positions along the Montone river. 

Snow flurries fell on both the 
Fifth and Eighth Army fronts, 
varying from a light coating in 
some sectors to a depth of nine 
inches on the right flank in the 
hills. There has been snow on 
the higher peaks for several weeks, 
but now on the Eighth Army front 
heavy drifts were beginning to in- 
terrupt communications. 

The Germans evacuated Castro- 
caro, about five miles southwest of 
Forli on Highway 67, but they 
were still holding strongly in the 
hills to the west. The Desert Air 
Force was called in to attack Ger- 
man positions along the Montone. 
end delivered an assault described 
as very successful. 

On the coastal sector positions 
on Highway 16 were unchanged. 
The Germans were still holding 
Coccolia, on the Ronco river, 
farther inland, in strength. The 
Germans also were defending 
Cambellara strongly in this area, 
and extensive minefields were 
making progress. difficult for 
Eighth Army armor, 

On the Fifth Army front below 
Bologna there was little but ag- 
gressive patroling and harassing 
German artillery fire, but troops 
of Indian divisions occupied Monte 
Budrialto, a 2,200-foot peak east of | 
the Faenza road.

WINGED TOURISTS 


Mystery 


Of Switt 


Is Solved 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—() 
A centuries-old riddle, steeped in 
medieval fantasy, has been solved 
with the discovery that the dart- 
ing, ever-flying chimney swift 
makes its winter home in Peru. 

At first study, such a discovery 
might be regarded by the layman 
as insignificant. But Frederick 
C. Lincoln, who heads the bird 
migration studies of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, terms it “one of 
the most important ornithologi- 
cal discoveries in the last two 
decades.” 


Chimney swifts are found over 
much of North America, east of 
the Rockies, in the summer 
months. In the fall they gather 
in the southern states in enor- 
mour flocks — thousands may 
spend the night in a single chim- 
ney. Their homes also may be 
the chimney-like trunks of hollow 
trees. The naturalist Audubon 
once entered, the trunk of such 
a tree at night and estimated that 
there were 9,000 sleeping birds 
above him. 

The swift was the only North 
American bird whose wintering 
grounds had not been charted. In 
the last 10 years nearly 375,000 
swifts have been banded with 
identification in the effort to find 
their winter homes. Some indi- 
catian of’the difficulty of that 
task is seen in the fact that of the 
13 birds taken—they were all shot 
by Indians in the River Yanayaco 
area—the latest date of banding 
was 1940.’ 

The mystery of the swifts’ win- 
tering home was so great that 
even eminent naturalists of the 
past generation fell back on age- 
old theories, such as the one that 
the birds buried themselves in the 
mud of swamps and hibernated 
until spring.

The reorganization idea then 
began to be tossed around by the 
commissioners for several weeks, 
with accusations of “dictatorship” 
and “politics” and an open clash 
in the commission accompanying 
the question.

department — dumped the vexa- 
tious problem into the lap of the 
county civil service board, al- 
though the police department is 
already under a socalled civil 
service system of its own. 
EXAM REQUESTED : 
' They voted to request the civil 
service board to hold an examina- 
tion for the chief's job and return 
«the results to them for final selec- 
tion of chief. 

Again grumbling was heard 
when the qualifications for the 
job sank lower than the civil 
service board’s .ecommendation. 
Police officers holding the rank 
of patrolman or above, with a 
high school education or equiva- 
lent, and five years of police ex- 
perience were named eligible. 

The examination was prepared 
by Mrs. Ruth Knigbt, secretary of 
the civil service board, and held 
Friday.

Every training leader is a 
Nazi primarily and not a profes- 
sional military man and this is one 
of the important respects in which 
the volkssturm differs materiall 
from Britain’s Home Guard whic 
has been trained by army officers 
of long and varied experience. 

There is no feeling here that 
these volkssturmers are going to 
be a negligible factor, but it seems 
that whatever resistance they may 
offer will be much heavier against 
the Russians than the Americans. 

It also seems to American mili- 
tary observers that the German 
picture of hundreds and hundreds 
of thousands of civilians eagerly 
reaching for weapons is propagan- 
distic nonsense.

Shooting Probe 
Brings Shutdown 
To Works Camp 


An investigation has disclosed 
that a guard who shot and killed 
a Negro prisoner near the Monroe 
county public works camp Mon- 
day a week ago had been drink- 
ing on the morning of the shoot- 
ing, State Director of Corrections 
F. R. Hammack has announced. 

As the result of the department 
of corrections’ probe, ammack 
said yesterday, the department is 
withdrawing all prisoners from the 
camp, until “such time as the 
county provides proper facilities 
for the central housing of prison- 
ers and necessary custodial con- 
trols are established.” 

Hammack said that department 
rules specifically prohibit drink- 
ing by a custodial officer while on 
duty or within the prison grounds 
and that when the guard was tak- 
en into custody following the 
shooting he was in an intoxicated 
condition. - 

The department chief added 
that the investigation of the camp 
also brought to light the fact that 
some of the prisoners were al- 
lowed freedom from the camp on 
Saturday afternoons and nights, 
to go where they pleased in and 
around Forsyth, without proper 
supervision. 

Hammack gave this account of 
the killing: 

Monroe Zellner, 26, and two 
other Negro prisoners were al- 
lowed by a custodial officer, Wal- 
ter Marshall, to leave the project 
on which they were working at 


1 p. m., apparently for the pur-| 


pose of buying soft drinks and vis- 
iting with Negroes in the vicinity. 

An hour later, Marshall, accom- 
panied by a Negro prisoner; while 
apparently searching for the trio, 
came upon them at the home of 
a Negro woman. An argument en- 
sued between Marshall and Zell- 
ner when the former ordered the 
prisoners to get into the truck 
and return to work. 

Thereupon, according to wit- 
er testimony, the guard shot 
at Zellner four times, hitting him 
twice, and fatally wounding him. 
A coroner’s jury found the killing 
by Marshall justifiable in line of 
duty.

* anniversary of our association, let’s either change the day of the 
* national election, or change the day of the association’s birth. It’s 
just too much gittin’ about for both things on the same day.” 


. And that was the conclusion of

‘ who had been appointed to help 
hold the election in his precinct, 
and also was dead set on making 
it to Waynesboro and old Buck- 
head church, where 150 years ago 
‘the Hephzibah Baptist Association 
was organized. He came in on a 
wing and a prayer, but he ex- 
plained with a smile on his rugged 
face that he had worked out the 
election to the sgtisfaction of all 
concerned, cast his own vote and 
made it on down to the associa- 
tion on thin tires and what few 
drops of gasoline he had left in 
his pickup truck. 

The fact that the celebration of 
the 150th anniversary of the asso- 
ciation and the national election 
fell on the same day no doubt 
worked a hardship on others be- 
sides my farmer friend from Jef- 
ferson county, but, even so, there 
was a tremendous turnout of folks 
from Richmond, Columbia, War- 
ren, Jefferson, Jenkins, Screven 
and Burke counties for the meet- 
ing at Waynesboro last Tuesday. 
FARMERS TAKE A DAY OFF 

Farmers left their fields white 
with unpicked cotton while others 


cotton gins and syrup vats in or- 
der to attend the historic 
sion. And the city and village 
churches were well represented, 
despite the limitations of gasoline 
and tires. 

And, like all gatherings of Geor- 
gians, you couldn’t tell the coun- 
try folk from the city 
when the big crowd got together. 
It was, perhaps, the largest gath- 
ering in the 150 years’ record of 
annual sessions of the Hephzibah 
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Baptist Association. The spacious 
auditorium of the Waynesboro 
meetinghouse was filled, includ- 
ing the balcony. Automobiles and 
pickup trucks were lined about the 
streets of the thriving southeast 
Georgia city, and some near-by 
messengers came in buggies and 
wagons. 

The Waynesboro people served 
an old-fashioned barbecue dinner 
in the gymnasium of the high 
school, less than a block from the 
Baptist church. The aroma from 
the pits under the big live oak 
trees filled the autumn air with 
its irresistible appeal. Fifteen 
hogs had simmered through the 


night and morning hours on these |. 


pits, and in near-by pots still oth- 
er pigs and hens were blended 
in typically tasteful Georgia 
Brunswick stew. 
DINNER SERVED 

When the crowd reached the 
long tables in the gymnasium, the 
women passed out heaped plates 
of barbecue, stew, salads, pickles, 
cakes and coffee. A strange but 
eloquent silence gave testimony to 
the enjoyment of the folks who 
had waited through the speeches

Thou shalt no 
more be termed forsaken; neither 
shall thy land ainy more be 
termed desolate; but- thou shalt 
be called Hephzibah and thy land 
Beulah ...’ The prophecy, of 
course, has reference to Zion, but 
it was pleasing and heartening to 
have this scriptural identity for 
the name by which the Baptists 
of that section are known. 
HISTORIC MEETINGHOUSE 

In the afternoon the messengers 
made a _ pilgrimage to near-by 
Buckhead Baptist church, where 
the association was actually organ- 
ized in 1794. This old meeting- 
house is one of the landmarks in 
Georgia, being not only the place 
where the association was organ- 
ized, but also the meeting place 
of the Georgia Baptist convention 
in 1831 when Adiel Sherwood in- 
troduced the resolution which led 
to the founding of Mercer Univer- 
sity in 1833.

Removal of Bomber Wings 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(NANA)—A number of GI Joes may 
return home after the war to find that the United States patent laws 
give them opportunities to earn considerable sums of money as & 
result of inventions perfected during service in the armed forces, it 
was announced today by John W. Anderson, president of the Ander- 
son Company, Gary, Ind., and vice chairman of the committee on 
patents of the National Association of Manufacturers. 


Recalling that the GI’s have 
been described colloquially as “the 
inventin’est army that ever did 
squads right,” Mr. Anderson, who 


| built a business manufacturing his 


own inventions, expressed belief 
that they have turned out a num- 
ber of devices that are patent- 
worthy. 

“Since patents encourage inven- 
tion and inventions make jobs, 
some GI's with an inventive streak 
will in’ time become employers,” 
Mr. Anderson declared. “They 
may be able to say, as the old song 
of the 1920’s had it, ‘I’ve Got My 
Captain Working For Me Now.’” 

American soldiers and sailors 
are not allowed to patent their in- 
ventions while in service, but con- 

is expected to pass legisla- 

on to extend the time in which 
an inventor may apply for a‘ pat- 
ent, thus making it possible for 
service people to patent their in- 


ventions after they return to cli- 
vilian life. 
SOME MONEY-MAKERS 


Many devices that have received 
much publicity are only impro- 
visations that make life near the 
front more endurable, but some 
G. I, inventions may be money- 
makers. Mr. Anderson has not 
heard any reports of basic dis- 
coveries like Edison's, which di- 
rectly or indirectly are now fur- 
nishing about 1,388,000 jobs to 
Americans, but he listed several 
that have excited his interest. 


For example, there is a G. I. 
invention that makes it possible 
to reach inside the covered ‘wing 
of an airplane and do a re-rivet- 
ing job without removing the skin 
plates. The machine, called a 
“mouse,” saves many hours of ex- 
acting labor for repair crews, and 
may prove of value in civilian life. 

Another machine, called “‘bazoo- 


ka,” after the famous rocket. gun, 
removes the bolts holding the 


wings on heavy bombers when 
such removal is necessary during 
repairs. Before the “bazooka” was 
invented, mechanics knocked out 
the bolts with sledgehammers and 
punches, ruining the bolts in the 
process. The machine saves much 
labor and also makes it possible 
to salvage the bolts, which is 
sometimes important when ir 
shops are close to the battle lines 
and must economize on replace- 
ments. 

DISC REGRINDER 


A third G, I. invention makes 
it possible to grind, simultaneous- 
ly, eight of the variable-speed 
discs which are part of the Sperry 
automatic computing gun-sight. 
The discs must be reground or re- 
placed every time the sight comes 
up for routine inspection. The new 
jig for regrinding eight discs at 
once saves 70 per cent of the man 
a formerly required for the 
job. 

The ball turret position indica- 
tor, a device that has saved many 
lives and many bombers, was in- 
vented in the air by a technical 
sergeant on a Flying Fortress. The 
indicator greatly reduces the time 
required for the ball turret gun- 
ner to turn his turret to meet with 
his guns an attacking enemy 
plane. 


Other soldier inventions have 
been picked up by manufacturers’ 
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representatives in the war zone 
and sent home for possible use. 
When the service men return and 
get patents, they can collect roy- 
alties that will give many of them 
substantial grubstakes.

for shopping and the difficulty of 
knowing what to buy on a war- 
time market, the friend will quick- 
ly acquire the book, check your 
name on the list and call you bless- 
ed for being of so much help. 


Poetry is to be had in volumes 
by a single author and in antholo- 
gies whose poems are frequently 
selected by themes or locale or 
type. An anthology that is used 
as much as any other book on my 
own shelves is “The Standard 
Book of British and American 
Verse” (Garden City, $1). It is an 
excellent first poetry volume for 
a new library and a helpful addi- 
tion to any reader who does not 
already have it. “Quotable Poems” 
(Willet & Clark, $2.50 is valuable 
for reading and for use in 
program building or for public 
speakers. Any bookstore manager 
will be of service in suggesting 
other anthologies from which to 
select. 


Among the one-author vélumes 
there is a limitless selection, and 
more coming from the press con- 
stantly. In this day of spiritual 
and emotional stress we cannot af- 
ford to miss the healing quality to 
be found in the daily reading of 
poetry. Such daily reading will 
soon establish favorite authors, 
both old and new, and keep one 
eager for announcement of each 
new book. 


“Between Eternities,” by Grace 
Noll Crowell (Harper, $1) is just 
out and a welcome addition, for 
the lover of Crowell poetry, to her 
other 14 volumes. Of course, the 
sophisticated literati sometimes 
dismiss Mrs. Crowell’s poetry as 
being too simple, too every-day in 
its imagery, and dealing with 
themes which provide no nebu- 
lous, uncertain tone. But that very 
indictment is the key to Mrs. 
Crowell’s popular appeal to those 
who do not care for line and type 
gymnastics. She does write of sim- 
ple themes: “Plan for a New 
House,” «“Star in a Window,” 
“Prayer,” but what she has to say 
is as close to the individual heart 
as a new house, as significant as 
that star in the window, as real as 
prayer. Mrs. Crowell is not writing 
poetry for the sophisticate. She is 
writing to share her thoughts with 
other mothers, writing for people 
in other homes and for anyone 
who, like herself, has experienced 
a great affliction and had the 
courage to overcome it. 

Entirely different, and with ap- 
peal to the student of poetry, is 
“In This Our Day,” by Edith Love- 
joy Pierce (Harper, $1.50). This 
English poet has some significant 
things to say about ideas that were 


‘rent affairs. 


born from her observation of cur- 
A chief fault to her 
poetry, from this réviewer’s read- 
ing, is a too-frequent use of big 
words. That she handles them 
technically with such ease only 
slightly lessens their annoyance. 
She says, for instance, “Now is no 
time for coruscating glass'’’—and 
down must come Mr. Webster to 
know what is being done to the 
glass. Soon we are strumbling 
over skeletal, amorphous, unguent, 
centripetal; but by that time we 
are so intrigued with the poetry 
itself we are like the mountain 
climber who vows that the climb 
is worth all the obstatles for the 
thrill of reaching the top.

BROOK WILLOW. By Nelia Gard- 
ner White. New York. The Mac- 
millan Company. 276 pp. $2.50.

In the peaceful rooms and gar- 
dens of Brook Willow, Mary Pe- 
lotti, the great pianist, at long 
last untwisted her frustrations. 
Here, too, Dr. Jacob Blum, bril- 


liant young Jewish psychiatrist, 
was at length freed from the hard 
core of bitterness deep within him. 
Nelia Gardner White tells a 
dual story: the one explores the 
artistic world, the other the shad- 
owy realms of the mind. Mary 
Pelotti and Jake Blum meet only 
at the beginning and end of the 
novel. Alternating chapters de- 
voted to each skillfully move the 
plot. Blum’s story is in the pres-, 
ent; Mary Pelotti’s is in the past, 
reavealed by a series of letters 
wherein she pours out the burning 
tumult of her strange life. 


Neither of the main characters 
is a type. Jake is too tall, too thin, 
too intense, consumed with a de- 
sire to be “top dog” in his field 
or nothing. He brings other minds 
out of darkness but wages a 
desperate battle to control his 
own. Mary Pelotti is an incredibly 
ugly woman, possessed of musical 
genius. Unloved by her parents, 
regarded by her agent-husband as 
a salable commodity, she heaps 
her hurts within her heart until 
they threaten to overwhelm her. 

“Brook Willow” seems to be an 
unfortunate title choice, implying 
a serene little love story. It gives 
no hint of the engrossing style 
and vibrancy of character delinea- 
tion revealed in its pages. 

This’ is Miss White’s second 
novel, her first being “Daughter 
of Time.” Once again we are 
aware of her literary stature.

NEW BOOK. NEWS

Latest among these Wilson 
studies is “The Wilson Era” 
(University of North Carolina 
Press), which is the third volume 
of the personal memoir of Jo- 
sephus Daniels, the North Caro- 
lina editor who was Wilson’s sec- 
retary of the Navy and Franklin 
Roosevelt's ambassador to’ Mexico. 
This particular book covers the 
period of 1910-1917, or, in the lan- 
guage of the subtitle, “Years of 


“As the only surviving member 
of Woodrow. Wilson’s cabinet dur- 
ing his occupancy of the White 
House, privileged to be admitted 
to personal and political friend- 
ship, I have felt the compulsion— 
‘looking back to glory’—to record 
from an inside seat the story of 
how he won every battle for the 
domestic reforms embodied in his 
New Freedom and strengthened 
international friendships,” writes 
Mr. Daniels. 

“T have sought to give the high- 
lights of the Wilson era from the 
time he doffed the university cap 
and gown and egtered the arena 
of politics and official administra- 
tion, first as governor of New Jer- 
sey (1910) and afterwards in his, 
first four years as president of| 
the United States (1913-17). I 
have traced with sketchy outlines 
his course through the tortuous 
days of neutrality up to the day 
of decision in March, 1917. A sub- 
sequent volume will deal with his 
leadership in the World War, the 
drafting of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, and the years 
that followed, when, fighting for 
that chart and compass of world 
peace, he fell as the great casualty 
of the World War.” 

In addition t6 its significance as 
a commentary on Wilson, this 
book is also of great value and 
interest as another chapter in the 
life-story of Mr. Daniels and those 
who entered his orbit. 

“The Wilson Era” which con- 
tains scores of interesting illustra- 
tions—photographs and cartoons, 
was preceded by “Tarheel Editor” 
and “Editor in Politics.” 

Josephus Daniels is the father 
of Jonathan Daniels, author of “A 
Southerner Discovers the South,” 
and now one of the President’s 
White House assistants. 

MR. DANIELS’ BOOK suggests 
another—one that bears more di- 
rectly on the present—‘“An Amer- 


ican Peace” (Scribner’s), by Neil

readable always. 

It is the story of Woodrow Wil- 
son's young sister-in-law, a mother- 
less child who finds a mother in 
her stern but understanding Cal- 
vinist Aunt Louisa and, later, a 
father in her kindly, gray-eyed 
brother-in-law, Woodrow. 


But the book is by no means 
centered around Wilson. He is a 
towering figure in it, of course, but 
clustered in its pages is an engag- 
ing, though sometimes slightly con- 
fusing, assortment of relatives and 
friends who spring almost unbe- 
lievably to life under Mrs. Elliott's 
deft touch. 

The early part of the book 
(which deals with tiny Margaret 
Axson’s life with Aunt Louisa) is 
set, the author says, in “the town 
Illyria, which was a concentrated 
essence of that south.

and smashes them. But then Un- 
cle Warren returns from the war 
and prospers as the south struggles 
again to her feet. More than 20 
years pass before baby Margaret 
Axson is born, losing her mother 
at birth and being taken for a

Georgia Methodism is proud of 
the seven educational institutions 
in the state owned and controlled 
by the two- annual conferences. 
The seven institutions are Rein- 
hardt College, Young Harris Col- 
lege, Andrew College, Emory at 
Oxford, LaGrange College, Wes- 
leyan College and Emory Univer- 


sity, with a total enrollment as 
of today of 4,651 students in all 
departments, and with a total val- 
uation of all properties and en- 
dowments of $26,581,879. With the 
exception of Young Harris Col- 
lege, there is not a dollar of in- 
debtedness on any of the institu- 
tions. At Young Harris a small 
indebtedness of $1,000 will be liq- 
uidated before January 1 next. 

Emory University, with its total 
valuation of $19,445,000 and en- 
rollment of 3,000 students, leads 
in these respects, while Wesleyan 
College, with its total valuation of 
$3,318,005 and school register of 
699 students, is second, and La- 
Grange College is third, with a to- 
tal valuation of $2,200,000. 
NEXT IN ORDER 

Ranking next in order of total 
valuation and student enrollment 
are Emory at Oxford, $600,000 and 
215 students; Andrew College, 
$450,000 and 130 students; Young 
Harris College, $368,874, with 300 


students, and Reinhardt College, 


$200,000, and 107. All the institu- 
tions report increased attendance. 
Campaigns for enlarged endow- 
ments have been in progress dur- 
ing recent months, save at Young 
Harris and Reinhardt. 

LaGrange College is completing 
an endowment campaign of more 
than $500,000, while Wesleyan 
College is asking the two Georgia 
Methodist conferences to indorse 
a movement to increase Wesleyan’s 
endowment by one and a half mil- 
lion dollars.

“The French bishops who have 
not protested against German 
crimes, or who have lent them- 
selves to attacks against the Allies 
on the subject of air bombard- 
ments,” Combat says, “have stir- 
red up a lively resentment among 
Catholics of the resistance. One 
can, therefore, foresee important 
changes in the composition of the 
French episcopate.” 

Target of particularly sharp 
criticism has been Emmanuel Ce- 
lestine Cardinal Suhard, Arch- 
bishop of Paris. Some newspapers, 
including the underground publi- 
cations, Temps Present and 
Temoignage Chretien, have de 
fended the attitude of Cardinal 
Suhard and other bishops, stress- 
ing that many factors prevented 
the French hierarchy from taking 
a “more radical” stand, as was 
done in Belgium and Holland.

BISHOP INTERNED 

On the other hand, the papers 
referred to the long list of pre 
lates who played a prominent part 
in the resistance, To date, only one 
French prelate, Msgr. Albert Du- 
toit, Bishop of Arras, has been 
sent to an internment camp at the 
instigation of resistance groups. In 
Mende, Bishop Francois Louis 
Auvitz has issued a public apology 
for a statement during the Ger- 
man occupation supporting forced 
labor. The bishop has accepted a 
suggestion that he leave his diocese 
for some time. 


Meanwhile it seems clear that 
despite a possible increase of anti- 
clericalism among left - wing 
Frenchmen, Catholic leaders will 
be given ample opportunity to aid 
in social reconstruction plans. The 
J. O. C. (Young Catholic Workers) 
have tripled their activities since 
1940, while the J. A. C. (Y¥ 
Catholic Farmers) have intemal 
their ranks ten-fold. There has 
been an appreciable growth of 
Catholic action in such centers as 
Paris, Reims, Lyon, and Bordeaux. 
Several Catholic Social Democrats 
occupy key posts in the De Gaulle 
governmént. 

Protestant church leaders are 
primarily concerned at the mo 
ment with problems of church re 
construction. A widespread effort 
will be made to rebuild war 
damaged or destroyed churches, to 
re-establish Protestant faculties, 
reorganize Sunday schools, and to 
make up for the acute shortage of 
religious literature caused by the 
war. A widespread evangelistic 
campaign is scheduled to open in 
cities and suburbs on November 
19, and plans have already been 
prepared to resume missionary 
work after the war.

MRS ROSETTA MOORE 
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Why Not Give Home Rule a Chance? 


Elsewhere in this paper is a story by 
ML. St. John, The Constitution’s capable 
capitol correspondent, on the subject of 


home rule. 


Mr. St. John sent out, to each member 
of the Georgia legislature, a questionnaire 
asking the solon’s stand on a number of 
issues on which the next session of the 


general assembly must decide. 


One of the questions, quite naturally, 
concerned home rule. And, while all the 
questionnaires have yet to be returned, 
enough are in hand to demonstrate con- 
clusively that our state legislators are 

overwhelmingly in favor of some form of 
constitutional amendment which will con- 
fer upon local governments the legal pow- 
er to conform to the wishes and demands 


of the citizens thereof. 


In the senate, says Mr. St. John, 87 per 
cent of those taking part in the poll want 
the constitution redrafters, who meet here 
tomorrow, to write such a provision into 
In the lower 
house, 77 per cent favor the same action. 


the revised organic law. 


These figures should serve to convince 
even the most hesitant member of the con- 
stitutional commission there is no basis 
for fears that home rule is such a contro- 
versial issue among the legislators that 
inclusion of a provision for same in the 
redrafted organic law will result in the 
general assembly's killing of all the com- 


mission's proposals. 


Nor can there be any doubt as to the 


public’s wishes in the matter. In fact, we 


daresay the legislators’ favor of home rule 
reflects in no small measure the growing 
sentiment of their constituents on the 


great and growing need for local self- 
government. 


As The Constitution has pointed out 
many times over in its current campaign 
for adoption of this long-needed reform, 
home rule is a necessity if countless of 
Georgia’s war-booming towns and coun- 
ties are to make the postwar conversion 
with a minimum of delay and expense. 
We've needed home rule in the past. But 
it’s an absolute essential now. 


There has been an encouraging re- 
sponse, incidentally, to The Constitution’s 
suggestion that, if necessary, a compromise 
be effected whereunder various munici- 
palities are delegated the right to frame 
their own charters in regard to the duties 
and functions of the various departments 
of government while the state retains its 
control over bond issues, tax rates, and 
fiscal matters where constitutional safe- 
guards are indicated. 


Such a compromise would eliminate 
the objection of most conscientious home 
rule opponents while solving what govern- 
mental authorities are agreed is the great- 
est detriment to progressive municipal 
government. 


Home rule will work, is working in 18 
states, 


Georgia needs home rule now, will 
need it worse in the months ahead. 


The people want it. The legislators 


want it. 


Members of the constitutional commis- 
sion will be derelict in their duty if they 
don’t at least give us a chance to vote upon 
it. And that, after all, is all their propos- 
ing of it can amount to.

Why the South 
Sticks To Its Party 


I am in receipt of a numbér of painéd letters 
i from aching gentlemen in the east asking, in 
: plaintive tones, why the south doesn’t forget the 
Civil War and vote the Republican ticket. 

A facetious reply might be, of course, that if those benighted 
states of Maine and Vermont would only vote the Democratic ticket 
now and.then we might reciprocate. 

The rea] answer is, of course, that the sentiment bequeathed us 
does not go back to the Civil War. And the further answer is 
that the south votes Democratic because it is better off under a 

mocratic administration, or at least ought to be. The south is 
an agrarian region of relatively small population, and it is going 
to go along with the administration which best answers the prob- 
lems of our economy. 

We do not, of course, vote the way we do because of the Civil 
War.. What is called, with great though unmeaning irony, the 
Reconstruction period, was what fixed, the Democratic party in 
the affections of the south. It was not at all the Civil War. The 
Reconstruction was so much Worsé than all the horrors and misery 
of the war that the war was forgot and remembered as a time 
when things were bad but still not lacking in dignity. 

The Reconstruction period, which was a period of long hard 
years, and not of months, was a period in which even dignity was 
taken away from the people; when all sorts of miseries and ex- 
cesses were the daily part of a defeated people who had no re- 
course court or to any justice whatsoever save that which they might 
illegally enact and exact. 

This tragic, unnecessary period did sow seéds which still pro- 
duce their crops, but the south does not vote Democratic merely 


because of that. 

: The truth is, there has never heen any réal rea- 
Like Lazarus son to vote for the Republican party. If the 
Democratic party has given to the south but a few tid-bita, there 
still was no reason to leave that and sit, like Lazarus, scratching 
our — sores beneath the Republican table hoping for a few 
crumbs. 

The south became committed to the Democratic party principle 
of low tariff and that was another reason for party loyalty. In re- 
cent years, of course, there was not much difference between the 
parties on this point until Mr. Cordell Hull came along. 

We need the two-party system in the south. I don’t take to the 
idea of any “Independent Democratic” party for the simple reason 
that it is, as we know it, merely a refuge of the reactionaries. It 
will never be successful and shouldn’t be. It is based on selfish- 
ness and reaction. It isn’t the answer. ' 

The cold fact is, the Republicari party could, by spending no 
more, if as much, than the PAC has spent in political education 
and instruction, create a stable party in the south. The PAC lit- 
erature was intelligent and effective. 

It, the Republican party, has not been willing to spend the 
money or the time. Yet within four years, following a well-thought- 
out plan, a second party could be established in the south. 

Another cold fact is, however, that the Republican party never 
has stood for the principles of the Democratic party with regard to 
the rights of the people. Whatever we may say about the Demo- 
cratic party, it has been that sort of a party. That is another rea- 
son why southern people stick to it. And you must not confuse 
these people with the Texas oil men and the Mississippi and South 
Carolina boys who are angry about taxes. 


Another “If” So, we have another “if.” If the Republican 

party will do an intelligent job of organization, 
and if the party will rid itself of the special-privilege crowd which 
runs it and let in the Willkie-type leaders, it can find a place for 
itself in the south. 

The real reason why the south remains Democratic is because 
that is what is best for it. In addition to that being the way it 
feels. 

Why do Maine and Vermont remain Republican? For the same 
reasons. 

The Democratic party still is a going concern. It is held to- 
gether by Franklin D. Roosevelt. It has in it its usual heterogeneous 
elements. This’ year labor took a prominent part. 

I am sure it isn’t the party it was 50 years ago. I certainly 
hope it isn’t. In Jackson’s time they said it was not the party of 
Jefferson’s time. In Cleveland’s time they assuredly said it wasn’t 
the party of Jackson’s time. 

The nation has changed. Since 1880 our population has become 
dominantly city population and it is simply inevitable that we will 
have labor influences. We have had since the time of Sam 
Gompers and the influence has been growing precisely as the vity 
populations have grown. 

But the party will remain. It is not thefparty of Hillman any 
more than it is the party of Hannegan. A lot of people voted under 
its banner and when you analyze it, you find it changing, as it must, 
but always having the interests of the people at heart. The Repub- 
licans offer no refuge or reason to join them. Until they do the 
south will stay put.

ion than he did to the inquiry from Kent Cooper, of the Associated 
Press, about Gen. Stilwell’s recall from China. He called the Presi- 
dent’s explanation “adequate.” He spoke of “excellent ane eg 
for real Chinese-American military, political and economic co- 
operation. 

Yet, different as is the delicate Chinese point of view from our 
own, Chiang must know that American public opinion, free in 
expression and in judgment, is molded more by deeds and facts 
than by wishes and words. The opinion respects his statement as 
leader of China and as a’ man who has rejected compromise with 
the Japanese. But that opinion also respects the truth about 
China’s grim internal troubles—the truth that has been written in 
sorrow but in all honesty by many of our most reliable correspond- 
ents who are now free from the merciless censorship of the China 
theater of war. * 

The truth still stands, unaffected by the necessarily guarded 
utterances of statesmen. We know that democracy is non-exist- 
ent in central China; that the one-party Kuomintang dictatorship 
makes most vicious use of secret police, concentration camps, fir- 
ing squads, intimidation of press and public, censorship, the threat 
of civil war. We know, most grievously of all, that this country 
and our European Allies may have to carry a disproportionate bur- 
den of war in the Far East because the Chungking dictatorship 
has made no peace with Chinese Communists. 

We know that this disunited China can be almost as dangerous 
to us as it is to the rank and file of Chinese themselves, and that 
our admiration for them makes all possible pressure for Chinese 
unity more imperative than ever. 

Finally, there is one thing that informed, freely expressed Ameri- 
can public opinion cannot forget: We are engaged in a moral as well 
as physical fight against Fascism and all its instruments. We are 
fighting for the betterment and safety of all peoples everywhere. 
We fear Fascism as much in the war lords and masters of China 
as we fear it anywhere else in the world. 

By trading space for time,

his country in the war, but the process of attrition implemented by 
a most effective blockade has strained his armed power to the very 
limit of endurance. Moreover, Chiang’s inability to control infla- 
tion, to maintain China's credit, and to eliminate extensive cor- 
ruption in his government has brought his people to the brink of 
economic ruin. 

The long dormant jealousies and suspicions between the con- 
servatives and radicals of the Kuomintang party have begun to 
flare up. Concurrently with the rise of their godparent, Soviet 
Russia, as a world power, the Communists both within and without 
the party have accelerated their program of destroying Chiang’s 
personal power and prestige. 

Simultaneously, Stalin, in pursuance of his well-kriown policy 
of tolerating only “friendly governments” on Russia’s periphery 
both east and west, has refused to collaborate with Chiang in any 
way whatsoever. His excuse for \noncollaboration, predicated upon 
possible offense to Japan, is a mere pretext. 

This at the moment of the lowest ebb in China's fortunes, forces 
within and without join together to wreck Chiang, his family 
dynasty, and his personal government. What the outcome will 
mean to the Allies remains to be seen. Suffice it to say that their 
progress may be seriously impeded and the war in the Pacific 
considerably prolonged. It will create a situation which will have 


to be faced courageously. 

. : The early return to China of Donald M. 
Birmingham News Nelson, former chairman of the War 
Production Board, emphasizes the fact that relations between the 
United States and China have many aspects besides the one brought 
into the spotlight by the recall of Gen. Stilwell from the China- 
India-Burma command, * 

Washington's policy in dealing with China has had of late three 
major aims—an increase im China’s production of war goods, an 
agreement betwéen the government of Chiang Kai-shek and Com- 
munists in north China, and a unified command of Chinese and 
American forces under Stilwell. The latter ended in failure. 

However, the first two aims are still possible of fulfillment. 
Nelson is returning to China to set up something like a WPB for 
China that will cut across Chinese government lines and enable 
Chinese industry to increase ita contributions to the war effort. 
Still in China is Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hurléy, President Roosevelt's 
personal envoy in the task of reconciling Chiang and the Com- 
munists.

I am writing this column on No- 
vember 8 with the consciousness 
November 11, is 
marked red to remind us that it 
is “Armistice Day.” What does 
that day remind us of in the midst 
of this terrible war? Should we 
rub out the red, and try to for- 
get? : 

Every generation must be 
judged by its attitude toward its 


past. A man who can forget will 
be forgotten. A nation which 
writes no history will make no 
history worthy to be recorded. A 
people who attempts to walk with- 
out the light which comes from 
the past, will walk in darkness. 


I do not mean that there should 
be a blind worship of the past. A 
mechanical marking of the mem- 
ories of men with monuments 
merely because they have become 
historic figures, is worse than 
worthless. It js only in that spirit- 
ual discernment which seizes the 
significant date which is vital, and 
in that spiritual discrimination 
which truly appraises the great 
man, or the great event as worthy 
of preservation, that a nation re- 
veals its truest and best self. 
There is no better way to test the 
temper of a people, judge the fine 
ness of its fiber, or appraise its 
spiritual vision, than by the monu- 
ments which it rears, and the days 
which it celebrates with solemn 
ceremonies. So before we erase 
November 11 from the list of our 
national holidays, we do well to 
pause and ask its meaning. 

What we must never forget is, 
that our boys who crossed the 
Atlantic clothed in khaki, fought 
and won a victory to make this 
world “safe for democracy.” That 
is what we promised as a nation 
would be the first fruit of their 
great fight. Woodrow Wilson gave 
them that slogan, and there can 
be no doubt in the mind of any 
student of history, that at that 
time he spoke for the people of 
America. But what happened after 
Armistice Day? Let the heroic 
statesman, Jan Smuts, tell the pa- 
thetic story. 

“Paris proved this terrible truth. 
It was not Wilson who failed there, 
but humanity itself. ... Even if 
Wilson had been one of the great 
demigods of the human race, he 
could not have saved thé peace. 
... As I said at the time, the real 
peace was still to come, and it 
could only come from a new spirit 
in the peoples themselves.” 


I wish sometimes I could forget 
the history of our nation during 
the decades of the twenties. We 
dwelt in a babel of conflicting 
voices, as tribes and tongues, sects 
and parties, strove to climb each 
to his heaven of sel’ishness. In 
this “confusion worse confounded” 
the voice of Wilson was drowned, 
and the meaning of November 11 
forgotten. But last Tuesday when 
our people refused to again dis- 
credit their President before the 
nations of the world, but in no 
uncertain terms gave him a man- 
date to continue his superb lead- 
ership, the true spirit of the Amer- 
ica of our fathers was vocal, 


Here is another reason we must 
not forget November 11. It stands 
there upon our calendar to re 
mind us of a promise unfulfilled. 
In our commercial bookkeeping 
red figures mean debt. Yes. We 
must keep this figure red to re- 
mind us of our debt to those boys 
of 1917-18. And I am convinced 
that debt shall be paid. It shall 
be paid by the sons of the boys of 
1917-18. Last Tuesday’s victory at 
the polls gave to the world a new 
meaning to November 11. Let me 
quote Jan Smuts once more, as 
an expression of my own faith.

His campaign henceforth was 
planned for three p es, to 
complete the statement of his case, 
to do this in doubtful centers 
which Democrats.needed, and in 
doing it to show himself widely 
to dissipate the rumors about his 
health. He had done this at New 
York, and he continued to do it 
in Philadelphia and at Chicago. 
He carried New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Illinois, 


The whole campaign was of a 
definite pattern, worked out in 
advance by the President, himself. 
It panned out beautifully. 


Gov. Dewey started out very ef- 
fectively, even before he bpened 
his formal campaign, with his Re- 

blican Governors‘ conference at 

t. Louis in which he enlisted the 
Republican organizations in 26 
states. This was a shrewd job of 
organization that undoubtedly paid 
ee in the huge Republican 
vote. 


He started out most auspiciously 
in his formal campaign, joining 
with the Roosevelt administration 
in support of an international 
peace organization in his Louis- 
ville speech and subsequently, on 
the Pacific coast, taking a progres- 
sive stand on social welfare meas- 
ures. Here he kept himself on a 
high plane. - 


_ If there were any way ofgtell- 
ing, it would probably develop that 
Gov. Dewey made his first mistake 
in the way he went back at the 
President at Oklahoma City. He 
was nettled into action. The 
speech was thrown together quick- 
ly. Some observers at the time 
thought he was going too far. 

Thereafter he became the prose- 
cuting attorney, a role that seem- 
ingly is not so popular with the 
people. As it turned out, he also 
probably gave too little attention 
to the foreign affairs issue and 
neglected the appeal to American 
idealism which President Roose- 
ve}t voices so well.

Too long have we wandered 
away from the mountains of north 
Georgia and those majestic reaches 
past our state’s proud borders.

ther did not realize that they we 
voting for Fascism? or realized it 
and went along, anyway, sacrific- 
freedom for immediate pay, as 
Italian labor did under Mussolini, 


On the surface it may seem in- 
consistent of me to say that the 
Political Action Committee is 
dominated by Communists and 
then to say that the immediate ef- 
fect of this program is Fascist. 
The explanation is that Fascism 
and Communism are alike in all 
important elements and that the 
Communists, as they demonstrat: 
ed in Germany when they voted 
for Hitler, are willing to go 
through Fascism to arrive at Com- 
munism, 


After all, Mussolini improvised 
Fascism out of Communism and, 
like President Roosevelt, he won 
the so-called common man by giv- 
ing him vacations with pay, baby 
bonuses and other illusory bene- 
fits. To enable the employers to 
meet these costs, he subsidized 
them, too, so that the expense was 
met out of the public treasury, 
which meant that the people paid 
for their own raises, through 
taxes. Moreover, Mussolini thus, 
by subsidizing industry, got con- 
trol of industry, as now is- hap 
pening here. 

Under Mussolini, the unions 
were not actually abolished, as the 
anti-Fascist, but pro-Communist, 
propagandists in this country 
would have Americans believe. In- 
stead, he absorbed them into Fas- 
cist movement as unionism here 
is now almost wholly absorbed 
into the Roosevelt party, and 
made their treasuries available to 
himself for his political purposes, 


It must be apparent to Ameri- 
can labor that in this campaign 
most of the union treasuries were 
made available to Roosevelt's par- 
ty. Not only did unions contrib- 
ute-enormously to the campaign, 
in some cases by minority de 
cisions, in others by executive de- 
cision, of the officials, but man 
of then levied special political as- 
sessments. We discovered cases 
in which workers were fired for 
refusing to pay the political as- 
sessments or goaded and terror- 
ized into quitting their jobs. 

We had one specific case in 
which a man was convicted of 
“un-union-like activity” and dis- 
missed by the union from an im- 
portant semi-military war job be- 
cause he declared that if he had 
to pay a dollar to Roosevelt's cam- 
paign fund he would give $5 to 
Dewey’s fund. 

Often, in criminal prosecutions, 
a defandant is convicted and sen- 
tenced on only one particular count 
of, say, grand larceny, when doz- 
ens could be proved, the idea be- 
ing that even if he were convicted 
on each separate count, the sen- 
tences would run concurrently. 

We have seen in operation many 
of the methods by which fhe 
Roosevelt regime has driven mil 
lions of workers into the unions, 
including the device called ‘“‘main- 
tenance of membership” where- 
by men and women of the high- 
est skill in war plants must be 
fired and their effort subtracted 
from the war effort if they drop 
out of membership or violate un- 
ion discipline, which includes a 
deferential respect for a Commu- 
nist union official or an under- 
world racketeer. 

The union’s interests come be- 
fore those of the fighting men and 
“maintenance of membership,” on 
its face, is an admission by the 
union that it cannot keep its mem- 
bers on the roils without gov- 
ernment coercion. Nevertheless, 
Roosevelt, in one of his most im- 
portant and persuasive speeches, 
called this “free collective bar- 
gaining.” 

Another trick by which men 
and women are driven into the un- 
ions which, in turn, support their 
great political idol, called Il Duce 
in Italy, is the work of Jimmy 
Byrnes, formerly of the supreme 
court, who resigned to become 
Roosevelt's political odd-job man. 

This is how it works: 

George Spelvin, American, 
works in an unorganized or non- 
union occupation. He is, let us say, 
a clerk, e has earned a raise 
and his employer wants to reward 
him and to help him meet the in- 
creased cost of living. »»But he 
can’t give Spelvin a raise. Then 
a union comes along, and, inci- 
dentally, the most aggressive and 
successful of the office workers’ 
union is one which consistently 
follows the Communist party line 
and whose president goes under 
an assumed name and has receiv- 
ed cordial greetings from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The union can get Spelvin that 
raise through the War Labor 
Board if he and a sufficient num- 
ber of his fellow-workers will con- 
sent to join. But, in that case, 
the employer must raise, not only 
Spelvin, who has earned his in- 
crease, but dozens or hundreds of 
others, regardless of their merit 
or ability and including the un- 
deserving. 

So, instead of “holding the line” 
against inflation, up go the wages 
of all hands and up goes the pres- 
tige of the ynion which, naturally, 
contributes generously to Roose- 
velt. And, of course, in most 
cases, since American industry 
went almost wholly to war, those 
raises are paid out of the work- 
ers’ own taxes because the treas- 
ury has subsidized the company 
and is meeting the pay rolls. 

Whether the workers who voted 
for this system understood what 
they were doing and realized this 
was Mussolini’s way and — 
t is 
bad enough that they did vote for 
it. The prospect is dark for that 
free America which so many mil- 
lion men and women entrusted to 
the conscience and intelligence of 
the voters at home when they 
went overseas to fight Fascism.

There have been reports from 
China ne the past few years 
of the use of poison gas by Japa- 
nese troops against the Chinese. 
So far, no authoritative published 
reports indicate use of poison gas 
against American troops. 


President Roosevelt and British 
leaders have repeatedly warned 
enemy countries that we are pre- 
pared to meet any widespread use 
of poison gas by the enemy with 
a crushing retaliation of the most 
deadly gasses known to man, 


The question of Allied use of 
gas would be largely a technical 
military decision, based on wheth- 
er gas would be effective tactical- 
ly or strategically, but the deci- 
sion cannot be entirely divorced 
from general public attitudes to- 
ward gas warfare. 

Since the last war—with its 
many memories of painfully gass- 
ed men who continued to suffer 
tortures for years afterward—most 
countries have shown great reluc- 
tance to use gasses in warfare, 
and a kind of unwritten agreement 
against their use has resulted. The 
reluctance stems partly from fear 
of public opinion. 

Today's survey shows that there 
is a tendency on the part of the 
public to favor harsher treatment 
for the Japanese than for the Ger- 
mans. The vote against gassing 
Japanese cities is somewhat low- 
er than the vote against gassing 
German cities. This difference is 
undoubtedly a reflection of a fact 
revealed on many occasions by 
opinion surveys, namely, that the 
American people show more feel- 
ings of hatred for the Japanese 
than for the Germans.

Inevitably, that trend of thought led to 
the really enjoyable experiences § that 
were mine in doing what little I could in 
connection with the football game for 
the hospital. 

I don't know, under the conditions, if 
ou are continuing the games.

f you are, then just about this time 

everyone is in a dither, making plans. 
meetings. preparing advertising, 
etc. I wish I could be a part of it. 

If the game is to be played this year. 
I want to have a little part in it. am 
enclosing a money order, for which I'd 
like you to send two good tickets to my 
mother and dad at Highland View. 
The rest can be used for the usual north 
and south stand tickets for whoever you 
see fit. 

In the event there is no game, just put 
the money in the hospital fund. It’s not 
much but it carries a lot of good wishes. 

Seems as now it might be some time 
before I get back to Atlanta. This con- 
test apparently intends going on for quite 
a while yet. However, I have a feeling 
that this one will have been worth the 
effort, for I believe the peace which fol- 
lows will have teeth. 

In just a few minutes I return to the 
business of prosecuting the war until the 
enemy has quit. Therefore, I bid you 
goodbye for the time being.

With Singing 

The golden ovice of Eleanor 
Steber enthralled a_ capacity 
audience at the Erlanger theater 
on the gala opening night of the 
Atlanta Music Club Membership 
Series. Following a welcomé to 
the club’s 500 new members by 
Mrs. James O’Hear Sanders, pres- 
ident, Eleanor Steber took her 
place on the stage and won her 
listeners from the start by the 
magnetism of her bouyant, 
cious personality and infectious 
enthusiasm. 

The concert more than fulfilled 
the highest expectations. The 


“golden voice” is truly opulent in 
color and quality. Perfectly school- 


ed and controlled, it is a voice; 


that has warmth and sweetness, 
flexibility and lightness, brilliance 
at times and an _ indescribable 
pianissimo, that floats with the 
shimmering magic of moonlight, 

The program was of broad scope 
and exceptionally high order. The 
opening group brought two arias 
—‘Let the bright Seraphim” from 
Handel's oratorio, “Samson,” and 
Recitative and Aria, “With Verd- 
ure Clad” from Haydn's “Crea- 
tion.” Miss Steber delivered Han- 
del’s dramatic aria with the broad 
line and brilliance demanded of a 
muimber in which the voice is in- 
tended to vie with the burnished, 
metallic strains of a trumpet ob- 
bligato, In contrast, the Jovely 
lyricism of the Haydn aria was 
brought out with smooth flowing 
legato and purity of tone. 
GERMAN SONGS 

To this reviewer, the group of 
German Lieder that followed, 
proved the revelation of the eve- 
ning. The songs disclosed interpre- 
tative gifts and a subtle musical 
intelligence that should bring 
Eleanor Steber to the fore as a 
worthy successor to Lotte Leh- 
mann. Sung in flawless German, 
with an inner responsiveness to 
the mood and meaning of the text, 
Schumann’s “Widmung” was an 
ardent outpouring of ecstacy and 


1 devotion, “Immer leiser wird mein 


Schlummer” by Brahms was ex- 
quisitely poignant in rffood and 
tonal coloring, “Auflosung” by 
Schubert was transporting in its 
spiritual elevation and “Hat dich 
ie Liebe beruehrt” was sensitive 
and beautifully sustained. As en- 
core, Miss Steber sang Mozart's 
“Lullaby” with ineffable charm. 

In the arias, “Dove Sono” from 
Mozart's “Marriage of Figaro,” 
and “Una Voce Poco Fa” from Ros- 
sini’s “Barber of Seville,” (sung 
as an encore) Miss Steber dis- 
closed her flair for operatic reper- 
toire. In the role of Countess 
Almaviva in the “Marriage of 
Figaro” she scored a triumph with 
the Metropolitan. The aria, from 
that opera, considered by many 
authorities Mozart’s most famous 
single aria, was sung with a beau- 
ty of line and phrasing and a re 
finement that seemed the very 
essence of Mozartian art.

An amusing story As told of how, 
at the age of seven, when. stroll- 
ing with her mother in the public 
park of old San Sebastian, she 
incurred the wrath of a dour po- 
lice officer by dancing the “Jota 
Aragonesa” to the music of the 
band. A crowd quickly gathered 
round, cheering and shouting for 
more—and incidentally blocking 
traffic. The irate policeman plow- 
ed his way through and dragged 
the child and her mother to the 
village tribunal... But the magis- 
trate was himself a lover of the 
dance and he sentencéd the dimin- 
utive offender to a public per- 
formance as penance for her crime. 

This was her impromptu debut 
and she has been. giving public 


performances and blocking traf- 
fic in every part of the world 
ever since, 

In Spain, South America and 
Mexico she has explored the hin- 
terlands gathering remote régional 
folk dances and folklore for her 
programs. Her gypsy dances with 
their Moorish uence are au- 
thentic and thrilling.

The Road Back 


A tenth of our population is fighting for the 
rest of us. What must awe do to help these men 
back inte civilian life? Am expert replics.. 


WILLARD WALLER, World War I 
veteran, is a student of war and 
its effects on soldiers. A professor 
at Columbia University, his chal- 
lenging books have focused atten- 
tien on the needs and problems 
ef eur returning servicemen. 


MERICA must prepare for the day when 

our servicemen return, twelve miul- 
lions or more, to take up the ways of peace. 
They will constitute the mightiest army of 
veterans our country has ever seen. They 
are that one tenth of the population that 
the other nme tenths have chosen to do 
the fighting. Our job ts to help them to find 
the road back. 

With admirable efitiency the armed 
forces which took our boys away will 
' feturn them to our doorsteps. in reason- 
ably good physical condition. a littic 
spending moncy m then pockets, some 
words of counsel ringing m thei cars. 

Then the Army's job is done and ours 
whom today we know as GI Joc, is our 


but his family and his local community 
must do the work. 


We wust realize from the start that the 
veteran who comes back ss not the same 
boy who went away. He has changed, and 
not merely because he ts now a man grown 
and a boy no more; he is different because 
war has put its mark upon him. 

Army living changes a man. An army 
enables a million men to act with a singic 
will, but it annihilates the will of the indi- 
vidual. Nobody's personal preferences 
mean anything. nobody's private will 
counts for anything in the Army. There- 
fore the soldier, used to giving and receiv- 
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img orders, loses contact with a world 

where everything depends on consent. 
A soldier's habits are not those of a 

civikan. In the Army one docs not need to 


courage that is duty and the duty that is 
courage; one learns to do his work even 
when the work is to die. And one learns the 
meamng of comradesiup, that mystic bond 
of fighting men that has been the same 
gimoe men went first to battic. 


Your boy will come back changed by all 
these experiences — and by one more: 
Often he will be bitter because he has given 
90 much and others so little, because he 
has suffered the shock of combat while 
many others have grown fat and com- 
placent. Thus the veteran returns to his 
homeland and finds it strange. There fol- 
lows a tame of bewilderment. The veteran 
ts like an mmmigrant m his native land. 

Always in the past we have bungled this 
problem of justice and heip for the return- 
ang soldier. We have allowed the deserving 
veteran to starve, then, belatedly con- 
science-stricken, squandered billions on 
useless handouts. We have always spent on 
behalf of veterans too much. too late, in 
the wrong way. for the wrong persons. 

Ver it did mot have to be so! The vet - 
eran’s needs are simple. We can solve 
the veteran problem if we try. 

Our first duty is to those whose bodies 


them. Many men will be dis- 

charged with hidden injuries or ilinesses. 

Perhaps they will be unaware of them; 

sometimes they will conceal their ailments 
am order to hasten their homecoming. 

Then there are those whose minds have 

given way under the strain of war. For 


Veterans need jobs. They have the nght 
to carn a living im the nation they fought 
to defend. We suusi find jobs for them — 
and more than jobs: opportunity. Govern- 
ment and industry must work together. 

For many veterans. the education 80 
gencroudy offered by the GI Bill of Rights 
will prove a welcome boon. We must 
encourage them to make the most of these 
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advantages. For others, the GI Bal pro- 
they will need the counsel of their friends. 

Many veterans will return to find their 
personal affairs sadly entangled. Some will 
need help with marriages embarked upon 
because death was whispering in thesar cars. 
Others will need instruction in the duties 
and arts of parenthood. Some will need to 
be introduced to the children they have 
never seen and the wives whom they knew 
but slightly. These and a host of other 
problems will confront them. 

What we need is a complete pro- 
gram — a set of co-ordinated activi- 
ties to restore the veteran to his 
place in secicty. In such a program, 
which must go far beyond what already 
has been set up. every branch of govern- 
ment, federal. state and local, would have 
its proper part, and every private organiza- 
tion, every citizen, would find a job to do. 

The federal government must bear a 
great share of the responsibility. It must 
check on the health of the soldiers before 
discharge, and then search for cases of dis- 


for the disabled. It must help the psycho- 
neurotics, if possible without paying them 
a ee 
on bemg sick. 

The state governments must run the 


state universities at full blast, supply wel- | 


fare services for veterans, refram from 
useless handouts. Most of all. they must 
guide and stimulate local communities to 


For even the utmost wisdom and gen- 
erosity on the part of the federal and state 
governments will be of no avail unless the 
local communities do their part. The GI 
Bill of Rights will be worse than useless if 
the veteran's neighbors, friends, and rela- 
tives lack the energy and sense to make it 
work. Someone must help find jobs for vet- 
erans, encourage them to go to school, 
show them how to be farmers and busi- 
nessmen, supply small loans to tide thém 
over emergencies, seek out and help the dis- 
abled. The common people of the commun- 
ity must do the real work of rehabilitation. 
Soon our soldiers will come back, to walk 
our strects and congregate in little knots 
on street corners, jealous in honor, sudden 
and quick in quarrels, jabbering the patois 
of a dozen foreign lands. We must be ready 
for them. Ready with help — not ribbons. 
With jobs — not charity. With respect and 
gratitude — not loudmouthed praise. 

We must be ready. For their destiny is 
in our hands —- and ours in theirs.

saw Pearl Harbor ... Guadalcanal 
ville ... places that live gloriously in our 


history. 

We didn’t get a chance ® play for all the 
men at all the places we stopped. Some of 
them had work to do. Others saw ug coming 
and found work to do. 

But, in spite of the fact that almost as 
many GI's saw us coming as saw our show, 
USO Unit 130 was never completely defeated. 

We toured what is sometimes called the 
Sarong Circuit, sometimes the Mosquito Net- 
work, for eight weeks. Actually we played 
for about a million fighting men — your hus- 
bands, sweethearts, relatives and friends. Be 
proud of them. They're taking a lot of pun- 


a 


ishment to keep you safe. As one guy on 
little Majuro Island said, “As long as Hope 
and his gang are im the Pacific area, the folks 
at home are safe.” 

I thought I'd seen the ruggedest kind of 
warfare in Africa and Sicily. Then I got a 
gander at what those guys in the Pacific 


against almost man-sized bugs. And I don’t 
mean Japs. 
“They Den’t Squawk’’ 

Burt believe me, the guys on those islands 
are doing their job with terrific effect and less 
squawking than generally gocs on around 
Army and Navy posts. We at home should be 
doing our jobs half as well as those men. 
Spend one day on one of those islands and 
you'd double whatever you're domg to bring 
those kids home faster. 

We left San Francisco’s Hamilton Field in 
a C-54 litter plane on its way to Saipan to 
bring back wounded. That was a pretty good 


break for us. We could all lie down and take 
it easy, instead of sitting for hours on end .. . 
and by on end I mean on one of those bucket 
seats. Those bucket seats may be all right for 
some people, but the man who designed them 
didn’t have my bucket in mind. 

There were six of us: Frances Langford 
and Patty Thomas and four others that no- 
body ever looked at. Patty is a dancer who 
joined our troupe to study the dance tech- 
mique in the South Seg Islands. There was a 
lot of dance technique studied, too. But it 
was Patty's technique, and guess who did the 
studying! 

The four who didn’t get even a sidewise 
glance for cight weeks were Jerry Colonna, 
the well known brush-head, Tony Romano, 
our guitar-player and singer, Barney Dean, 
and the Pepsodent kid. We had Barney along 
m case we had to trade with the natives. 
We tried to trade him three times but they 
were too shrewd for us. 

As we left the States and flew out over 
Golden Gate, I realized all of a sudden how 


different leaving San Francisco is from leav- 
ing New York. When you sail out over New 
York harbor you look down on The Statue 
of Liberty. Leaving the Golden Gate is just 
the opposite. Alcatraz! 
Transpacific Trip 

Ano fiying over the Pacific is different, too. 
Maybe that’s just because there’s more of it. 
I asked one of the crew who had flown over 
both oceans which was tougher. He asked me 
what I thought. I didnt care to make a choice. 
I don’t think either of the two oceans should 
be looked down on. 

As Colennma put it, “When you fy the 
Atlantic, you take off, @y tem or twelve 
hours, and there you are! When it’s the 
Pacific, you take off, Gy ten or twelve 
hours, and where are you?” 

It’s not easy to hit one of those little specks 
in the ocean. I asked our pilot which island 
we were heading for. He wouldn't tell! I got 
the idea there were so many out there, the 
navigator didn’t want to commit himself. But

we were lucky. We hit Diamond Head right 
on the head. And what a way to use the word 
lucky! If the regularity with which those 
flyers hit those islands is luck, I'd like to have 
a hunk of it for about half an hour and I'll 
use your dice! 

We spent nine days in the Hawaiian 
Islands, the spot that felt the Japs’ first foul 
blow and is now the heart of our furious 
answer. The Islands pump men and supplies 
into every area of the Pacific. And back to 
the Islands come battle-scarred men for care 
and recuperation in the many hospitals and 
playgrounds. 

“Jee’s Hitting Geoed’’ 


WE pravep for about 250,000 men im and 
around the Hawaiian group and, of course, 
ran into a lot of old friends. We w@tched 
Sergeant Joe DiMaggio pitch for the Seventh 
Air Force ball team. Joe’s hitting pretty 
good, too. It’s hard for the pitchers to get 
a quick break with those cocoanuts. 

That’s a pretty good ball team the Seventh 
Air Force has. Bill Dickey’s the catcher and 
manager, and they also feature such guys as 
Joe Gordon, another Yankee. But, then, the 
Army has a system for getting good ball 
teams. A man named General Hershey is m 
charge of it. 

All told, we did about 35 shows im the 


Bowl’s a big boxing arena and you have to 
keep turning around to face your aucbence. 
I didn’t dare turn my back on them. 


When we arrived it was clear that even a per- 
son who didn’t like to fly would prefer the 
“Seventh Heaven” to Christmas. The plane 
Island had nothing. 

They Dom’t Like Christmas 
(Curis™s Island is a guano island imhabit- 
ed by thousands of gooney birds. I understand 
argued over possession of the island. England 
claimed it was ours. We said it was theirs! 
Guys on Christmas Island hope it’ll be given 
to the Japs as part of their punishment. 

The island is the largest atoll in the worid 
and the dullest. The only entertainment 
they'd had there till we arrived was the Gary 
Cooper troupe back m 1943. After we did 
eur show they all asked us if we please 
wouldn’t try to get Gary Cooper to come 
back. 

Another lovely feature of Christmas Island 
are the flying cockroaches, the land crabs 
and the blister bugs. Land crabs move sicde- 
ways like Crosby’s horses and blister bugs 
‘have to. be given the brush very carefully. 
You can’t swat them or they give off an acid 
that burns you. It was quite a sight to be 
doing a show for a lot of guys sitting around 
giving bugs the brush. We were grateful for 
those bugs. Anywhere else we would have 
gotten the brush. 

We spent 24 hours on Christmas it July 
and found out that some of the guys got so 
lonely there they started talking to the 
gooney birds. This didn’t bother anyone. 
It’s not serious till the gooneys start talking 
back. Part of our time on Christmas we spent 
playing ball with the men. I played the hot 
Colonna on second and Romano on the guitar. 
The two girls played the field and vice versa. 


And speaking of Frances and Patty, they 
were the first girls ever to land on the island. 
Won't Eleanor be mad! 

From Christmas we hopped to Canton 
Island, an Air Transport Command base with 
all the charm of Christmas Island. On Canton 
the water is so hard a duck would roll off i! 

They quartered us in barracks so close to 
the ATC runway that the C-54's had to de- 
tour around our shack. Every time one of 
those four-motored jobs came zooming down 
the runway I thought, “If that guy swerves 
a little I'll get to go with him!” That worried 
me because I wasn’t packed. We did shows 
for both the Army and Navy on Canton. 
At one of them Frances sang, “I'm im the 
Mood for Love,” and a kid in the back row 
hollered, “You came to the right spot, baby.” 

After we left Canton we began to operate 
on historic ground. Tarawa. We sat on the 
beach and saw films of the Battle of Tarawa. 
We saw them fighting over the very ground 
we were on. Right next to us were about 150 
graves, many listed as unknown. But one 
was the grave of a dog named Jiggs. Two 
dogs, Jiggs and Butch, had landed with a 
medical unit — Jiggs got his. He rested well 
with the other heroes to whom we owe so 
much. 


A Mouse Stole the Show 


As we opened our first show on Tarawa a 
little mouse ran out along a wiré that stretched 
over the heads of the audience from the pro- 
jection booth to the top of the stage. For a 
minute I thought Disney had a unit on the 
island. The biggest laugh we got on that 
show was when I said the mouse was prob 
ably looking for some cheese and thought I 
was “Der Bingie.” 

We saw what made the goimg so tough on 
Tarawa. Piliboxes within pillboxes and the 
abandoned British weapons the Japs had cap- 
tured at Singapore and were using against us.

We'd flown thousands of miles over 
water in land planes. Now we were 
in a seaplane and in trouble, and 
where would we be -— over land! 


We Bounced In 


Ferci finally found a strip of 
water and landed us on a sandbar 
on the second bounce. It's the first 
bar I ever fell into. 

We made the 8,000-mile hop in 
50 hours. When Dolores met us at 
Burbank, I said proudly, ‘Well, 
here we are.

She went to South America when 
her father, a railroad builder, was 
ordered to the Chilean nitrate fields. 

It was a strange life for a New 


York girl. She lived in mining camps, 
in lonely Indian villages and in the 
bleak highlands of Bolivia. For years 
her home was in the Coro Coro 
copper fields on the slopes of the 
western Andes. She was the only 
white woman there — and she still 
speaks the rare Aymara tongue the 
Indians taught her. 

She doesn’t quite remember how 
the idea of her Quinia originated. 
After the death of her husband, she 
went back to the United States long 
enough to regain her American citi- 
zenship, then returned to help carry 
on the Indian charities she had 
founded. Her home had always been 
famed for its hospitality and a young 
couple asked if they could stay as 
“paying guests.”"” When they left, 
word spread. Before many years 
Tia discovered that the world was 
beating a path to her Shangri-La.
